That Sew Postal Keirulatiou, 


The San Francisco Post entirely mis 


apprehends the new postal regulation 
regarding insufficiently prepaid letters, 
and in consequence wastes a great dea 
of denunciation upon the Postal De 
partment. 
Heretofore letters which 


had not been prepaid, or were insuf- 
ficiently stamped, have been disposed 
of as follows: If they were entirely un 
stamped they were sent to the Dead 
Letter office; if they were partially pre- 
paid they were sent to their destination 
•with a notification to the effect that so 
znnch was due upon them. The new 
regulation (and which only applies 
west of the Missouri and to free delivery 
cities) is equally intended to promote 
public convenience. It merely provides 
that instead of sending unpaid letters to 
Washington, to the Dead Letter office 
the persons to whom they are addreaset 
(or, if possible, the senders) shall be 
notified by postal card that such and 
such a letter is awaiting them, and will be 
forwarded on receipt of necessary post- 
age. 
Letters partially paid, or on 


which one rate has been paid, are for- 
warded as heretofore. The only charge 
made by the new regulation is in' the 
public interest, since it enables people 
who have failed to prepay their letters 
to rectify the mistake much more quick- 
ly than could formerly be done. The 
Post's strictures upon the new reguls' 
tion, being altogether based upon er 
roneons information, 
are of course 


without any value. So sayg the Sacra 
mento Eecord-Union.

The Deadly Toy Pistol. 


Oi the toy pistol, which has caused 


so many deaths among children from 
lockjaw, the Boston Herald says: 


A thorough investigation of the na- 


Mire of the wounds and the manner in 
which they are generally inflicted seems 
to point to an altogether different expla- 
nation of the matter. The number and 
variety of toy pistols extant are almost 
innumerable, bat the one which has 
done the most harm has a bored barrel 
and nses a blank twenty-two cartridge, 
the explosive power of which is fully 
equal to that sized cartridge wherever 
used. The lock is cheap, and constant- 
ly getting out of order. In trying with 
the right hand to make the hammer 
stay at full cook,the boy's left hand oft- 
en inadvertently slips over the muzzle 
and in fumbling round the weapon is 
disoharged into tbe palm, imbedding 
therein the powder and wads, and pro- 
ducing such a laceration of the nerves 
and ainews as to produce lockjaw. The 
weapon was invented some few years 
ago at Bridgeport, Conneoticnt, and in 
using it in its earlier form several acci- 
dents occurred by pieces of the car- 
tridge flying back and striking the flrer 
on the thumb and fingers. IQ order to 
remedy this evil, what is known as a, 
safety loop was attached.

Valley Union of a late date says: 


There was upon trial and exhibition 


yesterday, at Peter Brunateter's lum- 
ber yard, a novel machine for crashing 
qnartz. A Union reporter saw the ma- 
chine in operation, but could not Jeurn 
the name of it. It IB, however, a rotary 
wet crusher, and does some very rapid 
pulverizing of rock. At the trial yes- 
terday, 500 pouuda of very bard quartz 
was run through the grinder and the 
time consumed was just 31 minutes. 
The rock was ground as fine as flour. 
The mill runs with very little noise, 
and oue of the size named cuu be ruu 
easily by a two horse-power engine fast 
enough to grind a toil of rock in two 
hours or five tons per day. This is 
much fasier than rock can be crushed 
by tbe ordinary stumps in use iu the 
inirls here. The machine is perma- 
nently located at Bruusteter's mill, and 
caa be seen in operation any day.
